DERWOOD HODGEGRASS 
BUNNY EXPLOITATION 

This past week, acting on a tip from an 
anonymous animal rights activist, the Hamptons 
Police arrested Derwood Hodgegrass Jr., the 
son of local magnate Derwood Hodgegrass 
According to information released to the media, 
Hodgegrass Jr. was arrested for impeding 
police business and on suspicion of allowing 
dangerous working conditions to exist in the 
Hodgegrass-family-owned, Amagansett-based 
textile manufactory, the Hodgegrass Angora 
Mill.

According to Hirsch, after receiving 
anonymous information from “an undercover 
operative within the Hodgegrass organization,” 
police obtained a warrant and officers attempted 
to enter the grounds of the factory on Thursday, 
but Hodgegrass Jr. prevented the officers from 
doing so. “Police were unable to enter the 
locked factory buildings, and Hodgegrass Jr.

The Hamptons Police announced this week that 
they will begin making improvements to their 
headquarters’ kitchen facilities in the next few 
weeks.

discourses face to face, and if they wanted to 
say bad things they would mutter the words to 
themselves after they hung up the phone.

Eleven Madison Park was rated as the best 
restaurant on earth in 2017 by the British 
magazine Restaurants. (Last year EMP was #3.) 
Restaurateurs look to this magazine for their 
annual ratings. EMP is also one of only six 
restaurants in New York City to get three 
Michelin Stars, Michelin’s highest rating. 

Eating at a restaurant of this caliber is not 
so easy. You will have to have an American 
Express card to eat at the EMP Summer House. 
(You can pay cash, but it will be a lot of cash. 
That’s it.) In New York, for certain periods, they 
did not let you decide what to eat. At this level, 
they tell you. 

Getting a reservation in either restaurant 
usually involves having a friend who can get 
you in. Otherwise the bookings run as much as 
a year ahead. On the other hand, we’ve been 
invited to the Summer House tonight. It’s for a 
pre-Bastille Day party. 

The Hamptons is being blessed with EMP 
Summer House because the city restaurant 
closed for renovations for the summer 


and partners Will Guidara and Daniel Humm 
wanted to keep the staff together during that 
time. So, in the interim, they’ve moved the 
operation here. 

In the city, from last April to June, the only 
item on the menu every day, for either lunch or 
dinner, was an 1l-course meal “retrospective 
menu” for $295, gratuity included. Extra were 
the wines, but you could choose your wine, 
if you wished. The wine list was staggering— 
about 300 offerings. The dinner took three 
hours to eat, plus however long you took to 
decide on a wine. 

But here at the Summer House, things are 
simpler and more summery. There is a menu 
with different items on it. Here is a sample of a 
main course, a lunch and a dessert. Bring your 
camera. It’s probably worth it to take pictures 
of these things before you eat. 

Lobster Boil: Clams,’ shrimp, Andouille 
sausage, potatoes, corn, summer vegetables, 
parker house rolls, tomato salad and a seasonal 
pie. ($124 per person, minimum 5 people, 
maximum 12.) 

Chicken Picnic: (for four people) Mamma 
Humm’s Boneless Fried Chicken Picnic (dark 
meat only) German potato salad, cucumber and 
watermelon salad, cheddar chive biscuits and 
a chili-lime aioli. (This is a takeout bargain— 
serves 4 people, total cost $135.) 

Dessert:-. soft. serve honey brittle, 
oat shortbread, milk meringue 
and buckwheat honey. 


They make their own Ale. They get their own 
salt. Steven Judelson and his wife Natalie harvest 
it themselves from the ocean in Amagansett. 

I could give you a review about the food and 
service at this restaurant but I won’t, because 
anything I might say will only reflect on my own 
shortcomings as a reviewer. The experts have 
already spoken. I will say they serve some of 
the world’s finest champagne. Tonight they will 
serve Dom Perignon 1998. 

Also they don’t take reservations at 
the restaurant. It’s all. done online at 
empsummerhouse.com, or by calling your 
concierge at American Express, if you’ve 
arranged to have a concierge. By the way, | 
tried both ways. Nothing available on the dates 
we were available. Maybe we can find a time 
next year. But no. Next year, EMP Summer 
House is not coming back. It’s just that they are 
here because of the renovation. 

I’m going to lease the property for next 
summer. The restaurant will be called D. You 
get to be eligible for a reservation by entering 
a lottery whose once-a-month winners get to 
make reservations. | charge $500 a month 
to enter the lottery, paid in advance (with 
American Express Platinum). 

But you'll find all days and times booked. So 
you can’t eat there. Here’s a secret. Nobody 
eats there. This is the height of chic. And I 
save on salaries. No cooks, no waiters, no 
sommeliers, no concierges, no managers. And 
there’s no food.

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Why Not Use CPF Money for the Sag Harbor Cinema?

s of this week, those who love Sag 
Harbor have raised more than $5 million 
toward the $8 million dollars needed to 
buy the Sag Harbor Cinema from Jerry Mallow. 
The full sum is needed by the end of this year. 
Otherwise the deal falls apart. And after that it 
might get sold for more downtown stores. 
Buying that theater—destroyed in a terrible 
fire—and restoring its iconic neon sign is a 
high priority for this community. The plan 
is to create a community center, a gallery, a 
screening room and twin cinemas for indie films 
where the big 465-seat cinema was before. 
If this deal appears to be in trouble as the 
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final date approaches, I wonder if it could 

be possible to bring it over the top by 

the use of CPF (Community Preservation 

Fund) funds. This is the money 

accumulated by the 2% tax on real estate 

sales over $250,000 in the county. It is 
used to protect farmland, open space 
and groundwater from developers. It has, 
during its 20 years in existence, raised 

over $1 billion for this purpose. It’s a 

tremendous success. 
There have been times, however, when 
the money has been used to protect open 
space without farming or groundwater 
protection. In East Hampton 12 years 
« ago, $3.8 million of the money was used 

to buy a small 10-acre island of sand in 
the channel leading into Three Mile Harbor. No 
grass or foliage was on the island. Obviously 
nothing would grow on it. But, years ago, some 
people had built a small house upon it. It was 
then known as Dayton Island. And if invited, 
you could swim a hundred yards or row out to 
it. There was no dock. You just beached your 
boat. But you were on private property. 

After the town bought it with CPF funds, they 
tore down the house. Now it was just open 
space, not fit for any farming. And there was 
no change in the lousy ground water. So, if you 
could use the funds for land and not farming or 
groundwater, why can’t it be used for farming 
but not groundwater or land? 

The front entrance and lobby of the cinema 
are totally gone, and the main theater has 
smoke and water damage. | propose that in this 
interval, we bring plants and flowers into the 
main theater and call it a greenhouse. Save the 
theater greenhouse. Earmark $3 million for the 
theater greenhouse. And after the sale, keep a 
part of that theater building for the growing of 
plants and flowers to keep up the tradition (and 
show further compliance with the law). Surely 
there’s nothing illegal about showing films in 
your greenhouse.

Squeaks and Groans as the U.S. Gets Used to Being #2

fail to see why we should start World War 

Ill to get nuclear weapons out of North 
Korea. I don’t see how North Korea having 
nuclear weapons is any worse than China or 
Russia having them. Those other two countries 
can easily blow up Los Angeles or any other 
American city. 

Well, you might say, those countries are not 
threatening to attack the United States these 
days. And there is truth to that. Fact is, with the 
superpowers, everybody knows that attacking 
with nukes only gets their own cities destroyed 
by nukes. It’s unsaid. We’re tired of saying it 
after repeating it so often during the Cold War. 

But Kim Jong-un is a crazy person, you say. 
Or is he? He acts like a crazy person. But so 
far he actually hasn’t blown anything up with 
nuclear weapons. He rattles the sword. He’s 
been capable of destroying both Tokyo and 
Seoul at the push of a button for 10 years. And 
he—nor his father—hasn’t done it. 

A crazy person wouldn't care if he got blown 
up in return. Kim Jong-un is “acting” like a crazy 
person. And why? Because he rules a backward 


kingdom and the equipment in his military 
are antiques—40 years behind the rest of the 
world. Indeed, it’s widely believed in American 
think tanks that what he does and says is only 
coming out of his mouth in order to continue 
his dictatorship, and not be invaded by those 
freedom loving people who might overthrow 
him—South Korea and its protector, the United 
States. He wants to scare us to death. 

Why not say aloud “Kim, if you drop even 
one nuclear weapon out there, your palace and 
chief city are toast. Trust us. Not one more 
peep out of you.” 

You might recall two years ago that President 
Obama sent a stealth bomber swooping over 
North Korea. It shut them up for a time. 

As for us being a bully, we have a President 
who is an expert at this. He should go at it, in 
my view. 

Kim Jong-un will get the message. And therein 
continues a stalemate. We, in fact, have no 
desire to overthrow Kim Jong-un. It would be 
nice. But not necessary. 

As for the larger picture, the American people 
have yet to comprehend what is going on. Last 
month, China passed us as the greatest import- 


export nation on earth. Their trade exceeded 
$8 trillion. Last month, China passed us in 
molecular research by harnessing quark energy 
for the first time. Six months ago, China passed 
us by building the most powerful computer 
by far. One month ago, China developed a 
computer that could beat a human at the 
game Go. This is a game that involves not only 
facts, but hunches. It seems impossible that a 
computer could do this. Last year, in a dubious 
distinction, China surpassed America as the 
largest country polluting the planet. This year 
the amount of their pollution will nearly double 
ours. China, within the next 10 years, will 
surpass America in almost every way as the 
most powerful nation on earth. 

How quickly do we forget? In the early 
part of the 20th century, the United States 
became the single dominant nation in the 
western hemisphere, and as Teddy Roosevelt 
put it, determined to “speak softly and carry a 
big stick.” 

All foreign powers were to stay clear of 
South and Central America, the islands in the 
Caribbean and, out in the Pacific, Hawaii. Later, 
when there were only (Continued on next page)

two superpowers, we got the Soviet Union to 
back off in Cuba by refusing to allow them to 
have missiles so close to our shores. We won 
without firing a shot. 

Now, China is seeking to become the dominant 
power off its shores. How can we blame them? 
And how can we overlook that they are doing 
this? They built a fortress out of sandbars 
called the Spratley Islands to stake their claim. 
They expect to become the dominant power in 
all of the China Sea, overseeing everything that 
touches that sea, from Indonesia to Vietnam 
to Japan. Recently, the Philippines, which we 
made free after taking it over from the Spanish, 
began making friendly noises at China. Perhaps 
China should take them under their wing. 

In an age of international trade, there is no 
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longer any need for one country to take over 
and rule another country. But there certainly is 
a need for groups of countries to make treaties 
and look for protection. It’s natural to look toa 
superpower near you. Or in some cases, even 
far from you. Israel comes to mind. 

President Obama made agreements with some 
of our Pacific Rim friends to carry our interests 
there into the future. President Trump has 
swept them away—not because he wants us to 
give up our dominant position in the Pacific, but 
because it was “not as good a deal.” He did the 
same thing with the Paris Climate Agreement. 
The amounts of money America was committed 
to spend helping poor countries in this effort 
was way out of whack. It did not consider 
China’s new dominance. Trump said he would 
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be back in the Paris Climate Agreement if he 
“got a better deal.” He also said something 
similar to NATO—everybody should “pay their 
fair share.”

There’s a certain logic to having a nearby 
world power handling trouble in an area not far 
off their shores. If there’s trouble in Panama, 
we handle it. If there’s trouble with Mindanao 
rebels in the Philippines, why fight to keep the 
Chinese from handling it? 

It is true that in the colonial era, the thing 
to do was go in and suck a small country dry. 
America never bought into that. And from 
what I can see, China is not buying into that. 
China took over Hong Kong from the British in 
1999 when Britain’s 99-year lease for that colony 
ran out. Hong Kong was a vigorous democracy 
under British rule. It remained a democracy 
for 15 years after the British left, but now its 
slowly turning to China’s way—a benevolent 
dictatorship that reins in some freedoms and 
competes in the world like a giant business 
conglomerate... and is that so bad? Is it worth 
going to war with them because they don't 
believe in our democratic way of life? We need 
to clean up our own backyard. 

Ten years from now, all the countries of the 
Pacific Rim will be going to China for help if 
rebels emerge to take them over. From that 
perspective, North Korea—which the Chinese 
helped during the Korean War—would be the 
Chinese attack dog. China makes nice. But they 
have this little dog that terrifies people to keep 
them at bay. It is historic folly to think that 
China is going to disarm North Korea. 

This 10-year period, during which China takes 
its place as the more dominant of the two 
superpowers on this planet, is fraught with 
danger. China is in no hurry. It was in no hurry 
with Hong Kong and we should be in no hurry 
as we slowly let go of what’s near them either. 

Indeed, Trump has already announced that 
America will not intervene every time somebody 
gets abused by somebody else in a foreign 
country. Our finances are way out of whack. We 
need to spend money at home. If we keep going 
as policemen of the world, we will go bankrupt. 
So we are letting go a bit. America first.

“The more I’m there at the property, the more I fall in love with it,” says listing 
agent Enzo Morabito at Douglas Elliman Real Estate. “It’s the crown jewel of 
the Hamptons right now, as far as I’m concerned.” 


It all began in 1843 when carpenter and sometime whaling captain Benjamin 
Crowell Payne build the house. Payne was born in 1813 in North Haven 

and died in 1879 in North Haven. (These days he’s a resident of Oakland 
Cemetery in Sag Harbor.) He lived on Sunset Beach Road before building the 
house on Fahys Road. As a carpenter, Payne was involved with the building 

of at least four other houses in North Haven. The brother of whaling captain 
Charles Watson Payne, Benjamin was also involved in the whale trade, 
serving as the captain of the ship Henry Lee from 1845-47. He and his wife 
Amanda were the parents of six surviving children. (The Henry Lee, by the 
way, was owned by the Huntting family, and made two voyages, taking oil 
and whalebone worth $71,000 back to Sag Harbor. That’s about $2 million in 
today’s money.) 


Payne seems to have spent time farming his land, which numbered five acres 
then. The Sag Harbor Express noted in 1859 that “Captain Benjamin Payne 
has some of the largest tomatoes in the county—one of which measures 19 
inches in circumference,” and in 1864 that, “The high price of Wool is inducing 
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many of our farmers to enter more extensively into the wool-growing 
business, and encouraging them to introduce new and better stock. Capt. 
Benjamin C. Payne [...] has lately been purchasing a quantity of the Merino 
breed, some of them entering into it extensively.” In 1869, Payne raised 125 
bushels of “fine ‘rose’ potatoes,” some of which were 7.5 inches long. 


In August, 1899, the Brooklyn Daily Eagle published a line drawing of “the 
Old Benjamin C. Payne Homestead on North Haven. This Is an Old Colonial 
Mansion, Built in the Days of Sag Harbor’s Whaling Prosperity.” 


By April 1911, Payne’s heirs were ready to sell the place. Henry C. Ham 
purchased the estate for $12,000, with the idea of opening a hotel. 

(The Sag Harbor Corrector breathlessly reported that twelve hours after the 
purchase, Ham turned down an offer for $15,000 for the property. Um, sure.) 


Ham was a hotelier by trade, owner of the Nassau Hotel in Sag Harbor. With 
summer tourists increasing and steamboats running between New York, 
Connecticut and Sag Harbor, he thought the area could support another 
hotel. Ham had plans drawn up to remodel the house into a modem summer 
hotel with an extension in the rear and accommodation for eighty people. He 


called it the Colonial Hotel.

JOY AND PAYNE 


The design was to include a new porte cochere and a garage. The 
round columns that had been in front of the house were moved to the 
side and replaced with 11 square ones across the front. A second floor 
was added to the side wing, as well. Ham planned also to move the 
house around to face the street to the west, but this was a change that 


was never made. 


In 1920, Ham sold the hotel to Theodore Dixon, who renamed it the 
Dixon Hotel. He and wife Madeleine Cook (a daughter of Joseph Fahys, 
owner of the Watchcase Factory) owned the hotel as late as 1934. 
Later, they turned it back into a private home called Chalot. 


Supermodel Christie Brinkley purchased the place for $7.15 million in 
2004. She decorated in her inimitable style, including such local touches 
as the SAG portion of the original Sag Harbor Cinema sign, and 
eventually listed the property for $15.75 million in 2010. But it didn’t 
sell, so she took the house off the market and did some renovations. 
The property with its own 327-foot strand of beach, pool overlooking 
the water and incredible sunset views is now available for $20 million, 
and with the potential for additional renovations—‘It’s a diamond in 
the rough. You could expand to the water,” says Morabito—that next

Every pool needs a luxurious pool house 


Sun-shelves, infinity edge, integral spa—the types of pools that beautify 
Hamptons properties are as varied as the homes and owners themselves. 
Some are classic, timeless, others on the cutting edge of style and design. 


“In the majority of design consultations, clients seem very interested 

in oversized steps and bench/lounging areas,” says Greg Darvin at East 
Hampton’s Pristine Pools. “These features can take many shapes or sizes 
but are always on the top of the list for discussion.” 


In the overall design of new pools, modern and streamlined are the 
bywords. New houses tend to be simple and linear, and their accompanying 
pools reflect that design. Sheryl Heather at Spring and Summer Activities in 
Hampton Bays notes that “simple geometric pools are in.” The simple rec- 
tangle (often surrounded just with grass) is the in-demand shape. Even for 
more traditional Shingle style homes, owners tend to want modern designs 


for the pool. 


Negative edges, wet edges, or infinity edges: whatever you call them, 
they're extremely popular. However, the biggest trend actually seems to be 
reconstruction. With very little vacant land left in the Hamptons, most new 
construction projects occur on land with existing pools. Just as the original

house is likely to be torn down and replaced, homeowners often spare no 
expense when rebuilding the swimming pool, employing newer and better 
materials. 


These days, those newer materials are mainly coming out of quarries in 
Canada. Certain materials react better than others to the unusual climate in 
the Hamptons, and the most durable come from up north. But you need to 
go deeper that that small bit of knowledge. 


“If you were to inquire about stone material with one of the large suppliers, 
they would offer you infinite choices in a huge price range,” Darvin says. 
However, he adds, “They often fail to supply good information on how the 
material will perform in our environment or about the possible logistical issues 
that sometimes exist with importing stone—unstable governments, long lead 
times and so on. I have narrowed the search to a handful of stones quarried 
in North America that are up to the task when dealing with our sometimes 
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frigid winters, as well as being professionally quarried and delivered in a 
dependable timetable. These materials range from different dolomite lime- 
stones to quartz and sandstone.” 


Another key aspect for everyday pool enjoyment is the filtration system. 
Many pools today use salt water filtration, as it is a cleaner and more natural 
way to maintain a pool and is less harsh on the body. And for many pool 
functions, automation is becoming more accessible all the time. Heather says, 
“It’s extremely handy to be able to turn your pool heater on or off with an 
app on your smartphone.” 


On most properties, the swimming pool is going to be the anchor for the 
backyard space. Give the pool and surrounding areas—landscape and hard- 
scape alike—as much attention as you would to your indoor space, as it will 
be there for years to come.

MASTER CRAFTSMAN MAXIMILIAN EICKE, FURNITURE DESIGNER 


If one considers architecture and design as the body—shape, face 
and exterior beauty—of a fine Hamptons home, then the furnishings 
within would be its beating heart and soul. These chairs, tables and 
shelves represent a homeowner’s style, personality and way of living. 
Furniture sets one home or room apart from another and gives each 
residence an engaging voice, be it quiet and subtle, archaic and full of 
stories about the past, or loud and demanding attention. 


Even before starting his company, Max ID NY, at the young age of 19 
in 2009, Sag Harbor furniture designer Maximilian Eicke’s creations 
reflected a powerful individual voice. His geometric and angular 
seating, tables and storage items display a consistent modernist vision 
across multiple collections, each containing about 15 different designs. 
He’s accomplished more before the age of 30 than many could in a 
lifetime, and Eicke’s career is really just beginning.

“Tam an extremely hard worker, if I work with what my passion is...1 
built 20 prototypes myself before I even started my company,” Eicke 
says, explaining that his laser focus on building Max ID NY led him to 
abandon less important endeavors. It’s caused some to underestimate 
him, starting with teachers at the Ross School where he created his 
first full-size piece of furniture—a stainless steel and glass table—for 
his senior project. But, Eicke says, he had such strong support from 
Chris Engel, his project mentor, that he later named his popular De 
Stijl-inspired chair design, “Mr. Chris,” for him. “It’s probably one of my 
most successful designs,” Eicke adds. 


Just as fans of Eicke’s furniture are loyal to him, he is loyal to his 
supporters, especially those who helped build Max ID NY into the 
internationally recognized company he now leads. Getting here, 
however, was not easy. 


Eicke fully embraced his obsession after graduating from Ross. He 
spent two years studying furniture design at Griffith College in 
Dublin, Ireland, and then went on to his birth country, Germany, 
for an internship with Polenz, where he learned to work with metal, 
fabricating designs for high-end clients such as Hermés and Louis 
Vuitton. Because he did so well, and spoke fluent English and German, 
the company brought him along to a meeting with Apple executives 
at the computer giant’s Cupertino, CA headquarters. And when the 
internship ended, Polenz sent Eicke home with his first Tungsten Inert 
Gas (TIG) welder. From there, he set out to find an American company 
to manufacture his designs.

“T got treated like an unknown, 18-year-old kid who didn’t know what 
he was doing,” Eicke says, admitting they were right. “I had experience 
with how the retail side went,” he continues, noting that he learned to 
sell at his parents’ shop, Christy’s Antique Center in Sag Harbor, but 
“When it came to manufacturing, I was a novice.” 


No one took him seriously in the U.S., and Europe was too expensive, 
so Eicke left the country and went backpacking. Eventually he 

found manufacturers in Indonesia who were the opposite of what 

he experienced at home. “They were very supportive,” Eicke says, 
describing the beginning of a fruitful relationship that remains strong. 
“It was a very fun, interactive experience.” 


He now spends several months of the year in Indonesia working on 
his collections in person with manufacturers and engineers before 


heading back home to Sag Harbor and his studio in Bridgehampton 
for the summer. 


Eicke’s design style has evolved from collection to collection, but his 
aesthetic is identifiable throughout. “I love curves, but I don’t know 
how to implement them in my own designs,” he admits, noting his 
signature hard angles and geometric shapes were born from an 
inability to draw. Instead, Eicke had to communicate his vision through 
small, three-dimensional prototypes made of cut wood and steel. “I 
learned to work with a specific set of materials,” he says, though the 
process was still quite playful. “I couldn’t convey my ideas otherwise.” 


In recent years, the designer learned to use three-dimensional 
computer programs such as AutoCAD and SketchUp. “I’ve become 
very good at 3-D rendering,” Eicke says. “I don’t think in two 
dimensions—the program feels like an extension of the way I think.” 


With nearly a decade in the business behind him, Eicke says Max ID 
NY is moving vigorously ahead. His collections include five design 
patents and a utility patent, he’s working on licensing his designs to 
other companies, and local Hamptons homeowners and decorators 
are still hot for what Eicke is selling. 


The young designer says he enjoys connecting with clients who 
understand and appreciate his work, and he continues meeting 
personally with them in their homes and businesses. “You really see 
every way they interact with the piece,” Eicke says. “It validates what 
you’ve done...it’s an amazing and very fortunate experience to have 
that with the person who’s going to end up living with the piece.”

Disbrow opened his first showroom in Water Mill in 1998, then finally 
moved to Montauk in 2011. 


With nearly 20 years in the business, Disbrow has become the East End’s 

go-to guy, serving everyone from rock royalty and movie stars to business 

owners, well-heeled hedge-funders, politicians and even regular working 

locals with an eye for sophisticated design. He’s also discreet. Even when 

prodded, Disbrow refuses to name his high-profile or celebrity clientele 

on the record. “I try to appease everybody,” he says, adding, “I will not be 

undersold by any local competitor.”

IMPLIED WARRANTY OF HABITABILITY 


TOP 10 SILENT LEASE RIGHTS FOR TENANTS 


Every residential premises must be “fit for human habitation and for the uses 


reasonably intended by the parties” pursuant to Real Property Law §235- 
b. The key to this rule is that tenants have a right to a premises that is not 


dangerous to their life, health and safety. Violations of this warranty include 


contaminated water, mouse infestations, water leaks, second hand smoke, 


bedbugs, broken steam pipes, defective plumbing, offensive odors, and mold. 


If a tenant receives an order of protection for their 
benefit, Real Property Law §227-c permits such victims of 
domestic violence to apply to the court that issued such 

order to also terminate the tenant’s lease. 


" ESTATE OF DECEASED TENANT 


If the tenant meets his demise during the term of the 
lease, Real Property Law §236 permits the deceased

BTH: You’re from La Jolla, California. What made you decide to

When I was two my parents moved to La 
Jolla in large part because my Jersey City—born father wanted to learn to 
surf. I grew up surfing, fishing and sailing. When I was 16 we moved to the 
mountains in Oregon—kayaking, skiing, fly fishing, rock climbing. When I 
was about 25 I moved back to NYC to further my career in photography 
and film. Over Labor Day weekend of 1996 I saw the East End light up on 
a close pass by Hurricane Edouard. There were overhead body womps at 
Indian Wells on Sunday and perfect chest-high lines with offshore winds at 
Ditch Plains on Monday. I was hooked. By that January I owned 3 wetsuits, 
including a 5/3 hoodie, and two boards and had a broken-down fixer-upper 
of a house under contract.

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When did you fall in love 
with art?

to go farther. Doing what you 
love and being recognized for it 
is a blessing. 

What do you enjoy about 
making covers for Dan’s Taste 
of Summer events? 

I love doing this event. It 
stretches my imagination. | start 
with one or two elements and I 
never know what I'll add next. 
It’s painted the way someone 
might approach a collage. No 
setup, just fitting pieces into the 
blank spaces. The idea of the chef 
jacket was my inspiration and 
starting point, and it continued 
from there, finishing, of course, 
with two forks. 

Most of your artwork depicts landscapes 
and. seascapes. What draws you 
to them? 

Nothing brings me peace like being near 
the water. I try to reflect that feeling in my 
work. I lean towards the mirror-like qualities 
of water when it’s the most still. | always 
look to what’s being reflected in the water as 
well as the place itself when choosing a subject 
to paint. 

What’s your favorite area to paint on the 
East End? 

Towd Point in the North Sea area of 
Southampton. It’s a quiet, tucked-away 
area near my house. | can kayak through all 
its little hidden spots, camera in hand, and 
find subjects from a_ slightly different 
perspective since I’m on the water looking 
to land instead of on land looking out to water. 
From sunrise to sunset, the light and color 
there are amazing. 

What’s your preferred medium? 

I paint with water-mixable oils. I had painted 
with acrylics and wanted to play with oils a bit. 
This was a relatively new medium, promising 
oil paint that cleaned up with water, and could 
be used alongside acrylics and didn’t need any 
turpentine. After trying a few different brands, 
I’m hooked. It gives me more blending time. 
Describe your creative process. 

I find a reference photo that sparks something 
in me and begin to lay down blocks of color for 
landscapes, building transparent layers and 
glazing until the depth and tone are where | 
want them. I approach still lifes and portraits in 
a more direct way. 

What does it mean to you to be a part of the 
Long Island art community? 

It’s a very special thing to be among like- 
minded people no matter where your interests 
lie. Everybody gets inspiration from famous

Spend a Day on the Water with Sail Montauk

hile we marvel at all the powerboats and 

yachts that parade through the waters of the 
East End, there’s something special about turning off 
the motor and letting the wind take you away. 

The folks over at Sail Montauk know a thing or two 
about maximizing your sailing experience. Husband 
and wife team Darius and Alexandra Ali captain the 
sailboats and offer a variety of ways for sailors to 
spend their time on the water. 

Located on the north side of Montauk, Sail Montauk 
primarily takes passengers out on Block Island 
Sound, Fort Pond Bay and Lake Montauk. “Fort Pond 
Bay is one of our favorite destinations, and is even 
good for anchoring and swimming,” says Alexandra, 
who goes by Ali. “Flat water with lots of wind is what 

. Sailors like.” 

The plethora of smooth sailing spots at the end 
of Long Island make Montauk a great place for both 
masters and nautical novices. However, Montauk is 
known for its fishing, so you need to be mindful while 
sharing the water with some of those determined 
fishermen. But don’t let that discourage you from 
giving it a chance. 

“Being a ‘blow boater’ or ‘rag hanger’ (as the locals 
refer to us sail boaters) has its ups and downs,” Ali 
says. “It’s a drinking town with a fishing problem, so 
naturally powerboats outweigh sailboats. But even 
so, it’s the people that make Montauk a great place 
to sail.” 

Don’t know how to sail? In addition to private 


lessons, Sail Montauk offers a Basic Keelboat Sailing 
two-day course, as well as a junior sailing program 
for kids. 

Sailing may seem intimidating at first, but experts 
like Ali say it won’t take long for you to get the hang 
of it. “Sailing is easier than some may think,” Ali 
says. “Once out on the boat, it makes more sense, 
it’s definitely a learn-by-doing sport. At first people 
tend to get hung up on the jargon, but once you 
understand how your boat works with the wind, 
everything else will fall into place with practice.” 

What if you just want to be at ease on a sailboat 
without having to worry about the wind? No worries, 
Sail Montauk offers a handful of private charter 
options that are hands on—you can do as little or as 
much as you’d like. To make the deal even sweeter, 
each sailboat has a cooler stocked with ice, water 
and Honest Tea. The sailboats are BYOB, and you 
are encouraged to sip an iced cold drink while you 
soak up the sun. You can also play your own music 
by connecting your phone to the speakers onboard. 

During the day, you can go out for a two-hour 
Taste of Sailing to get the feel of being a part of the 
crew. The three-hour Sail and Swim charter gives 
you the chance to learn some basics and stops so 
you can dive in and enjoy the refreshing water on 
a hot day. There are water guns, noodles and other 
items that come with the boats to turn it into a day 
full of family fun. 

If you’re looking for a little romance on the water, 
the Sunset Sail is a perfect way to end the day. 
Nothing beats watching the sunset light up the sky as

you coast along with a glass of champagne in hand. 

If you really want to have a party at sea, Sail 
Montauk offers Flotilla Boat Parties for larger groups 
to book multiple boats and sail side by side. For 
experienced sailors, you can charter your own 
Catalina 22 sailboat for half the day and set sail. 

Fishing may still rule the day in Montauk, 
but sailing provides a fun and_ interactive 
alternative. As Ali says, “It seems like the sailing 
scene grows just a little bit more each season, 
and we’ve been discovering Montauk has _ its 
fair share of closet sailors.” Bt.

ny Billy Joel fan lucky enough to have seen 

him tour his album Turnstiles will never forget 
the band he had behind him. Dubbed by Joel “The 
Lords of 52nd Street”—drummer Liberty Devitto, 
guitarist Russell Javors, saxophonist Richie Cannata 
and bassist Doug Stegmeyer—the group would go on 
to tour and back Joel on such classic albums as The 
Stranger, 52nd Street, Glass House, Songs in The Attic 
and the Nylon Curtain. 

In 2014 The Lords of 52nd Street were inducted 
into the Long Island Music Hall of Fame and, after a 
30-year hiatus, performed together as a group, minus 
Doug Stegmeyer, who committed suicide in 1995. 
Since 2016 the group has been touring regularly and 
has been welcomed back with great affection. A new 
film about the history of the group, titled Hired Gun, 
directed by Frank Strine, has just been released. 
The Lords of 52nd Street will perform at the Suffolk 
Theater on July 28. We spoke with Russell Javors 
recently to discuss all things 52nd Street. 


Was the Long Island Music Hall of Fame induction 
ceremony the impetus for getting back together? 

Yes. I really hadn’t imagined our getting back 
together before that. | was amazed at the level of 
interest there was when we did the Long Island 
Music Hall of Fame event. 


Did everyone stay in touch over the years? 

Not really. And now that we’re a part of each 
other’s lives again, I realize how much these guys 
mean to me and how much | missed them. We always 
had a lot of fun together and we fell right back into it. 
Lots of shenanigans. 


What’s the secret to the group’s chemistry? 
There’s no secret. You either have it or you don't. 


Did you keep in touch with Doug Stegmeyer 
through the years and how did his death 
affect you? 

Yes. We would talk on the phone. I knew he was 
down, but I had no idea how deep. To this day I 
have a hard time dealing with it. | don’t think I'll 
ever understand or make sense of it. I was the 
one who got the call and who called the other guys. 
What a loss. 


Does the group have other upcoming plans other 
than playing live? 
I’m thinking of running for president. 


Was there ever the possibility over the years that 
any of you would play with Billy Joel again? 

Well, Richie was back for a while. I sat in with him 
a bunch of times, but that was it. 


How did you get involved in the Hired Gun film? 

I got a call from Frank [Strine] one day. Liberty had 
given him my number. He told me about the film and 
wanted me to give some color on some of the stories 
Liberty had told. As we got to talking, I found out that 
Jay Graydon was also in the film and he was talking 
about his solo on “Peg.” Well, I told Frank that I was

While the event renews itself year after year with 
new brands, designers and activities, Super Saturday 
is, and always will be, centered on raising funds 
to support cutting-edge ovarian cancer research. 
Unlike some online fundraising platforms, Super 
Saturday is not about attracting financial support 
for a single person or project. The event engages 
the ovarian cancer community and the public in a 
fun event that brings people together and unites 
them in an effort to defeat a deadly disease that 


affects thousands of women and their families. 

The OCRFA is the largest global organization 
dedicated to advancing private ovarian cancer 
research. In addition to their Super Saturday event, 
they host other programs curated to raise awareness 
about ovarian cancer. OCRFA’s Ovarian Cancer 
National Conference brings together hundreds of 
survivors to hear from experts on a wealth of 
topics relating to ovarian cancer, and gives many 
women the opportunity to connect to others who 
understand their journey. OCRFA’s Survivors 
Teaching Students: Saving Women’s Lives program 
(STS) educates the physicians, nurse practitioners, 
nurses and physician assistants of the future to be 
able to recognize the signs of ovarian cancer and 
diagnose it quickly.

Symptoms, which can be vague, include bloating, 
pelvic or abdominal pain, difficulty eating or feeling 
full quickly, and frequent and/or urgent urination 
are easy to miss and can be mistaken for other 
conditions. Therefore, the rule of thumb is that if any 
of these symptoms are new to you and persist for 
two weeks, see a gynecologist. ga

eet Chef Timothy Lu from La Fine in Montauk, 
which is operated by MMEink Hospitality 
Group, at Dan’s Taste of Two Forks presented by 
Farrell Building Co. this Saturday, July 22 at Fairview 
Farm in Mecox.

f course the 14 acres are on Meadow Lane;

Granted, 
the bayfront lot is worth a lot less than the others, 
but buying it at least it ensures that you won’t have 
any neighbors across the street. go
